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‘School prop’ sees street 
sealed off in bomb alert 

ANTI-terrorism officers descended on a small 
Northampton street yesterday and carried out a 
controlled explosion after a bomb scare. 

Police, fire and rescue services, ambulances, 
regional counter terrorism units and highways 
officers all arrived within moments of the call 
about a suspicious package on Whilton Road, 
Kingsthorpe - only to find the device was a prop 
from a school play. 

With the UK on high security alert following the 
death of Osama Bin Laden in Pakistan, nothing was 
being left to chance. 

Buildings were evacuated and traffic was 
diverted. Eastern Avenue North was also closed in 
both directions to allow officers to do their work. 

A few hours later a controlled explosion took 
place to destroy the potential device which is when 
it was discovered to be a prop, a creative piece of 
work by a parent, thrown out following its use in a 
school play. 

Detective Chief Superintendent Simon Blatchly, 
who led the investigation, said: “Following the 
discovery of the package we initiated an 
evacuation of the immediate area and called in the 
Explosive Ordinance Disposal team, we also put in 
place a traffic diversion in the area. 

“These steps were taken as a precautionary 
measure and following a small controlled explosion, 
we can confirm that the device found was not a 
bomb. 

“We have established that the device was in fact 
made for a school play and later disposed of. 

“I would like to stress the importance of disposing 
of such items in a responsible manner. 

“Thankfully, in this case, the package was not an 
explosive device, however, we need to take any 
reports seriously and as such this incident has 
resulted in the use of extensive resources, 
including police, fire and rescue, ambulance, the 
regional Counter Terrorism Unit, emergency 
planning and highways. 

“The evacuation and diversions have caused 
significant disruption and I would urge anyone who 
is disposing of unwanted props to do so 
responsibly.”

“I will always say what I mean and I hope to 
add a bit of colour and humour into the 
chamber, because that’s what I think it needs.” 

As part of the main opposition group, Cllr 
Mennell has wasted no time in saying she will 
be scrutinising the Conservative party and 
attacked the former Liberal Democrat leaders. 

She said: “I’m very much looking forward to 
holding the Conservatives to account. 

“I’m absolutely delighted that, as a member 
of the Labour party, to have got the former 
Liberal Democrat regime out of the town. 

“I would like to thank everyone who voted 
for me, as you are all very important to me.”

Much-loved James 
makes final journey

FINAL tributes to James Kouzaris 
were paid this week, as hundreds of 
people said goodbye to the fun-loving 
man killed while on holiday. 

The 24-year-old from Kingsthorpe 
was gunned down in Sarasota, Florida 
with his friend James Cooper last 
month. 

He was laid to rest on Tuesday at 
Moulton Parish Church. 

More than 500 people attended the 
service of the popular former 
Northampton Boys School pupil. 

So many people turned out to pay 
their respects that the church had to 
print an extra 200 copies of the order of 
service. 

The demand was so high that a video 
link had to be set up in a neighbouring 
church building and even then many 
people had to stand. 

Affectionately known as ‘Jam’ by his 
friends, his love of travelling was 
obvious throughout the service. 

His casket was decorated with a 
beach scene, along with a hat, 
sunglasses and his passport, which he 
used to travel the world. 

The coffin entered the church to 
Michael Jackson’s Man in the Mirror. 


James’ dad Pete Kouzaris thanked 
those he said had ‘dropped everything’ 
to come to James’ funeral, with people 
travelling from as far away as Australia 
and Argentina, to say their last good¬ 
bye. 

Putting on one of his son’s hats as an 
emotional tribute, which was met with 
applause from the congregation, he 
questioned ‘How is it possible that a 
young person be armed with a gun?’ 

Mr Kouzaris explained how his son 
hated conflict and loved talking to 
people especially when he was abroad 
on his travels. 

He said: “Travelling was his real 
passion. He was able to see some 
fantastic countries and said that meet¬ 
ing so many new people was the best 
form of education. 

“James always brought happiness 
and comfort to anyone he met and he 
was always filled with an insatiable 
appetite for life. I don’t think rest in 


peace is the appropriate thing to say, 
anything but.” 

His uncle Mike Kouzaris said that 
many friends and family members had 
had tattoos of a ‘tree of life’ similar to 
one James had as a tribute. 

Stan Cooper, the father of James 
Cooper, also paid tribute to the boys 
and their friendship. 

He said: “Our James loved him as a 
brother and we loved him as a second 
son.” 

Four friends spoke of how close 
James was to his family and how they 
would live their lives to the full after 
being inspired by his short life in a 
fitting and emotional tribute. 

The families have set up a charity 
called ‘Always a Chance’ to help 
victims of violent crime in their 
honour.

Shocked family beg for 
help to find wanted man

THE extended family of the Dings, who 
were found stabbed to death in their 
home, have pleaded for people to come 
forward to help find the prime suspect. 

Jifing ‘Jeff’, 46, Ge Chui ‘Helen’ 47, Xing 
‘Nancy’, 18, and 12-year-old Alice were 
killed on the day of the Royal Wedding at 
their home on Pioneer Close in Simpson 
Manor. 

Police are still searching for 52-year-old 
Anxiang Du and a Vauxhall Corsa in con¬ 
nection with their deaths. 

Now their extended family, who live in 
America and China, have released a 
statement through Northamptonshire 
Police. 

They have also released pictures of the 
family together for the first time. 

The family said: “We are shocked and 
saddened to lose our family members in 
such a violent manner. Jifing and Ge were 
in the prime of life and had much to 
offer. Xing and Nancy were bright and 
talented children who had their lives in 
front of them. 

“To have our family taken away from us 



in this way is unbearably painful. This 
was a loving, decent family working hard 
and doing no harm to anyone; no-one 
deserves to die in such a way. 

“We appeal to people in the United 
Kingdom and especially those in the 
Chinese communities in the UK to help 
the police in Northampton to find 
suspect Anxiang Du and let justice take 
place.” 

Police revealed at the weekend that a 
number of new witnesses had come for¬ 
ward in the latest attempt to find Mr Du 
but they have yet to find the missing car. 

Detective Superintendent Glyn 


Timmins, who is leading the 
investigation, said: “This is a shocking 
and brutal murder of a family with every¬ 
thing to live for. 

“Having worked in the major crime 
environment for a number of years even 
I am appalled by the unnecessary 
ferocity used in the slaughter of a family 
in the place where they should have been 
safest - their home. 

“I would implore members of the 
public to be vigilant, especially in terms 
of locating the Vauxhall Corsa, BG60 
PMO. Your information will be treated 
carefully and sensitively, please do call.” 

Neighbours also released a tribute to 
the family over the weekend. 

As well leaving flowers outside the fam¬ 
ily home they said: “Helen, Jeff, Xing and 
Alice were long-standing friends and 
neighbours and were known to us all in 
different ways. 

“They were a family with so much 
talent, and yet so much humility. 

“Clearly we are all shocked and very 
deeply upset by recent events. The mem¬ 
bers of the Ding family and their friends, 
colleagues and fellow students are in our 
thoughts.”

IN Talking Point in your May 5 
edition, Brian Binley MP uses 
the Australian experience of 
AV to make the disingenuous 
claim that “six out of ten vot¬ 
ers (in Australia) want the AV 
system scrapped.” 

Firstly to have a contentious 
claim like that published on 
the day of the referendum 
when there is no time for a 
reply shows a bias on the part 
of your paper toward the ‘No’ 
camp. 

Secondly, and this would be 
the proper riposte had there 
been time to give it, the state¬ 
ment Mr Binley makes is 
simply not right. 

Respected Australian 
political blogger Antony 
Green debunks the same 
claim made by Mr Binley’s 
boss in a speech back in 
February. 

Mr Green says “The 
problem is, the Prime 
Minister’s statement (and 
therefore Mr Binley’s claim) is 
based on a single survey and 
that survey was one in which 
the Alternative Vote was not 
even an option.”

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376 officers failed 
to make an arrest

NEARLY 400 police officers did 
not make a single arrest last year 
in Northamptonshire. 

The figures, which were revealed 
under a Freedom of Information 
Act request made by the Herald & 
Post, show 376 out of 1,313 offi¬ 
cers did not arrest anyone in the 
2010/11 financial period. 

The number of officers in the 
Force who made arrests was 937 
however custodies made by 
members of the Northampton¬ 
shire Special Constabulary and 
civilians were not included in 
these figures and neither were 
arrests made by other police 
forces within the region. 


Northamptonshire Police said 
officers have a variety of roles 
which may place them in areas 
where arrests are unlikely to be 
made. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“The police service is made up of 
hugely diverse roles, undertaking 
a number of different activities to 
ensure that we are reducing 
crime and increasing public 
confidence. 

“A significant number of officers 
are frontline and are engaged in 
crime prevention including 
making arrests, they tend to 
respond to 999 calls, attend road 
traffic accidents and work within 
safer community teams. 

“However, simply looking at the 
number of officers who have 


made arrests, is misleading and 
not an accurate reflection of the 
contribution all officers make 
whether frontline or not, in 
ensuring community safety. 

“We have officers who perform 
roles that improve the service 
delivery of the Force, through 
roles such as delivering officer 
training, gathering and handling 
intelligence, working within the 
professional standards depart¬ 
ment as well as senior officers 
who manage departments and 
teams of officers. 

“These are all vitally important 
roles but it can mean that these 
officers are not on the frontline 
making arrests but are nonethe¬ 
less helping to make our commu¬ 
nities safer.” 


‘Supergran’ honoured for 
tackling gang of thieves 


‘SUPERGRAN’ Ann Timson has 
captured a police award for her 
heroic action in tackling a group of 
men raiding a jewellery shop. 

Mrs Timson, 71, took on a gang of 
sledge-hammer wielding thieves 
with her handbag as they broke 
into Michael Jones Jewellers in 
Gold Street, Northampton, on 
February 7. 

After she had knocked two of the 
men off their motorbike, only then 
did another passerby come to 
assist. 

Matt Croucher, who was awarded 
the George Cross for outstanding 
bravery in Afghanistan for 
throwing himself on a grenade, 
was the first person to suggest 
that Ann should receive an award 
- he suggested a commendation 
from the Queen. 

On Monday, ‘supergran’ was 
given a Certificate of Appreciation 
to a member of the public by the 
police. 

In the citation read, Chief 
Superintendent Paul Fell said: 
“Many of you will no doubt have 
already read or watched some of 
the huge media coverage received 
for this outstanding act of bravery 
by a member of the public. 

“On February 7 this year, police 
were called to a incident in 
progress at Michael Jones 
Jewellers in Gold Street, 
Northampton. Six men had

approached the jewellers and 
were attempting to smash the 
windows of the shop to steal 
items from within, when they 
were approached by Mrs Ann 
Timson who attempted to stop 
them using her handbag. 

“The men then made off from 
the scene and members of the 
public apprehended a man who 
was arrested by police officers on 


their arrival. This incredible act 
of bravery was caught on camera.” 

The footage of her actions was 
viewed worldwide as news of her 
actions went global. She even 
appeared on American TV. 

Arthritic Mrs Timson is retired 
but used to be a market trader in 
Northampton. 

Last month, five men appeared 
at Northampton Crown Court and 
admitted their part in the smash 
and grab raid in which £100,000 
worth of watches were taken. 

Patrick O’Brien, 18, from 
Arlington Square, Islington, Terry 
Ingles, 22, from Arran Walk, 
Canonbury, Edward Smith, 28, 
from Staveley Close, Holloway, 
Jason Hartles, 25, from Peabody 
Square, Islington, and Michael 
Sharpe, 39, from Rowstock 
Gardens, Holloway, all pleaded 
guilty to a charge of conspiracy to 
burgle. 

The prosecution accepted not 
guilty pleas to a charge of 
conspiracy to commit robbery. 

Ingles admitted taking a Vespa 
scooter without authority and 
driving while disqualified. 

O’Brien admitted being carried 
on the scooter without authority. 

All five were remanded in 
custody for sentence on May 23. 

Pre-sentence reports are being 
prepared on O’Brien, Ingles and 
Hartles.

T HE referendum was a clear 
rejection of the Alternative 
Vote method. 

The No campaign convinced 
enough people that although they 
can set their Sky+ box, work out 
housekeeping budgets, set out 
saving and pension plans and 
download apps to their phones, 
that when it comes to voting, they 
are only capable enough to mark 
an X with a pencil tied to a string. 

Liberal Democrats are grown-up 
people and not children who have 
a tantrum when they don't get 
something they strongly wanted. 

We accept we lost the argument 
on AV. But where does the 
campaign for a fairer voting 
system go now? 

We must bear in mind the 
following. 

Firstly, voting reform is no longer 
just a Liberal Democrat issue. 

UKIP, the Greens, the Nationalist 
parties, even many in the Labour 
party, campaigned for a Yes vote. 

As more and more parties arrive 
on the scene, they all recognise 
that an electoral system designed 
for two party politics is way out of 
date. 

Secondly, the first-past-the-post 
[FPTP] system remains a bad 
voting system - which is why all 
new democracies over the last 30 
years have kept it at arms’ length. 

Having minority rule and 
domination is, in some cases, 
something the new democracies 
have been trying to get away from 
for decades. 

Thirdly, let’s not forget that the 
Scottish Parliament, Welsh 


If not AV then 
what is best? 


Assembly, Northern Ireland 
Assembly and the London 
Assembly, are all new bodies set 
up over the last 12 years and all 
stayed well away from FPTP. 

Many British people are at 
present using other voting 
methods and using them well. 

Fourthly, the Conservative party 
will NEVER accept voting reform. 

They have fought against every 
political reform since 1832 
including votes for women, the 
House of Lords reduction in 
powers and the regional 
assemblies. 

Hence the question is - if AV is 
not the answer, what is? 

The Liberal Democrats’ policy is 
for Single Transferable Voting 
[STV] as used in Northern Ireland 
and for Scotland’s councils. 

Other parties might have other 
views. 

In the 1990s there was a 
Scottish Constitutional Convention 
- involving people from various 
parties and other groups such as 
the church and unions - to discuss 
Scotland’s future. 


This helped lead to Scotland’s 
parliament. As voting reform is 
now a multi-party issue, I would 
like to see something similar set 
up, with representatives from all 
parties and parts of society, to 
decide, once and for all, which 
would be the best and fairest 
system to elect our parliamentary 
representatives. 

David Cameron deserves great 
credit for being the first Prime 
Minister to voluntarily give up the 
right to call an election whenever 
he chooses. 

Having fixed terms, along with 
the increase in votes for ‘other’ 
parties [13 per cent at the latest 
poll], make hung parliaments all 
the more likely in future. 

And Lib Dems should argue for 
more this time, such as STV for 
council elections [which would be 
easy to set up as most council 
wards are multi-member]. 

If first-past-the-post fails, again 
and again, to produce a single 
party government - then even its 
biggest supporters will struggle to 
defend it.

Cop chase teen’s 
road ban and fine

A TEENAGER was twice the 
drink drive limit when he over¬ 
turned a van as he was pursued 
by police through Northamp¬ 
ton. 

Learner driver Edward Roycroft 
was speeding at 50 miles per 
hour in a 30 mile zone at 3am 
when officers decided to stop 
him. 

Prosecutor Stuart Yeung told 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Monday that the Fiat Scudo van 
was seen on the wrong side of the 
road in the Standens Barn area 


on October 17 last year. Roycroft, 
18, travelled over speed bumps 
and “fishtailed” down the road 
for 200 metres. 

When he tried to take a round¬ 
about over the A45 at 
Lumbertubs Way, he lost control, 
hit the kerb and crashed. 

Mr Yeung said: “He hit the kerb 
and rolled the van several times 
with the roof coming to a stop on 
the barriers which prevented the 
van from falling onto the A45 
below.” 

Roycroft got out and ran off 
towards Riverside retail park. 

He was caught by a police dog 
and when he lunged at his 


handler he was bitten. He tried to 
escape but was arrested. 

He was breath tested and gave a 
reading of 77 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath 
- the legal limit is 35. 

Roycroft, of Mossfield Road, 
Birmingham, pleaded guilty in 
March to dangerous driving and 
driving with excess alcohol. He 
also admitted having no 
insurance and driving without a 
licence. 

Judge Thomas Corrie ordered 
him to complete 200 hours 
unpaid work and pay £100 costs. 
He was also banned from driving 
for 18 months.

Lights start going 
out for switch off

STREET lights across the county 
started being turned off this 
week. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has agreed a programme 
to reduce the cost of street 
lighting energy by 50 per cent. 

This is part of a plan to reduce 
the authority’s overall street¬ 
lighting budget by £2 million.

Work started on Monday and it 
is expected to take seven work¬ 
ing days to turn off the selected 


lights in the borough. The sec¬ 
ond area for the switch off is 
South Northamptonshire and 
this should start next week. 

To carry out the work it will be 
necessary to go to individual 
columns and turn out the lights 
one by one. 

Adhesive stickers will then be 
placed on the columns which 
have had the lights turned off in 
order to advise people which 
lights should be on and which 
should be off.

Thinking of retraining? 


As we begin to emerge from the 
recession, there are still many people 
who are left unemployed 

Thousands of people are still unable to find work in 
the field where they had plied their trade for most of 
their professional careers. 

However, one in five adults intends to gain further 
qualifications with colleges reporting increased 
enrolments, according to a study by YouGov. 

The survery of more than 2,000 adults last year found

Getting off to good start 




You don't need to be told how much of 
a big deal choosing a school for your 
child is. It's probably been on your 
mind since your child was born. 

While reputation plays a big part, take a 
look around the schools in the local 
area. Take advantage of open days or, 
if you prefer, organise an 
appointment and have an individual 
tour with a senior member 
of staff. 

School is not only a place of learning 
in terms of academia, but also in the 
social sense. School is an important 
part of your child's life, as they 
learn to mix with their peers and 
to make friends. Ask about the 


facilities such as after school care. 

Speaking to the local authority helps too. 
League tables and exam results can give you 
a good reflection of the performance of a 
school. Asking children who already go to a 
particular school is a good way to get a 
grasp of what pupils think. It is surprising 
how unbiased and informative children can 
be. Observe how teachers react with their 
pupils and if you can, don't hesitate to speak 


to parents who are picking their children up 
at the end of the day. If you explain your 
reasoning for asking they will be more likely 
to help, as they too will have been in the 
same situation. 

Lastly, and arguably most importantly, see 
how your child feels about the school. Take 
on board their comments and opinions. If 
they respond positively, they are more likely 
to have a positive experience.

Town has the blues 
back into power... 


IT was a bad day at the office for the Lib Dems as they 
lost control of Northampton Borough Council to the 
Conservatives in last Thursday’s local elections. 
JONATHAN REILLY looks at reaction to the vote. 


THE face of Northampton 
Borough Council has well and 
truly changed to blue after the 
Conservatives swept to victory 
in the local elections. 

The Liberal Democrats, who 
had run the authority since 2007, 
lost 19 seats as the Tories took 
control. 

The Conservative Party gained 
nine councillors to give them a 
majority of 26 of the 45 seats 
available in the chamber. 

Cllr David Mackintosh, the 
Conservative campaign manag¬ 
er, said: “The Conservative cam¬ 
paign was about listening to the 
people of Northampton and 
putting forward positive propos¬ 
als to put Northampton back on 
track. 

“We sent surveys to thousands 
of people, knocked on doors and 
telephoned people across the 
town. 

“The result of 26 Conservatives 
and a majority on the council 
was always our aim and we now 
have a fantastic team of 
councillors to take the town 
forward.” 

Former leader of the Liberal 
Democrats, Brian Hoare, who 
lost his seat, blamed the electoral 



system for the manner of their 
defeat. 

He said: “One in four people 
who voted in Northampton 
supported the Liberal Democrats 


and they recognise the improve¬ 
ments made in the town since 
2007. They also support the 
party’s national stance in sorting 
out the financial mess left by the 
previous Labour government. 

“With 25 per cent of the votes 
we only received nine per cent of 
the seats on the council. 

“The Conservatives received 44 
per cent of the votes and got over 
60 per cent of council seats, so 
you can see why the 
Conservatives aren’t in favour of 
changing the voting system.” 

Veteran councillor, and former 
Mayor of Northampton, Sally 
Beardsworth has taken over as 
the new leader of the Liberal 
Democrats. 

She said: “There may be only 
be four Lib Dems on the borough 
council but we intend to contin¬ 
ue to put the interests of 
Northampton people first and we 
will be holding the new 
Conservative administration to

account and we will see how 
many of their manifesto policies 
they manage to implement. 

“They have inherited from the 
Liberal Democrats a council that 
is well run and financially stable. 
We have to ensure that it stays 
that way.” 

However, it is Labour that has 
now taken the place as 
main opposition party, having 
gained ten councillors. 

Their leader, Cllr Lee Mason is 
relishing the prospect of being 
able to keep a check on the new 
Conservative led authority. 

She said: “I’m thrilled to be 
elected as leader following our 
success as it is a huge privilege. 

“As the leader of the opposition 
on NBC I will work tirelessly to 
hold this new Conservative 
administration to account.

Labour also gained a councillor. 

Both parties previously had no 
representation on the council.

Drivers paying more to insure their vehicles 


MORE than 80 per cent of motorists are 
paying more for their car insurance this 
year than last according to a What Car? 
magazine poll - with rising fraud and 
criminal activity largely to blame. 

While the average price rise is 33 per 
cent, more than half of motorists are 
facing bills that have soared even more 
according to What Car? research.

DRIVERS in Northampton are 
the most cost-conscious in 
Britain when it comes to 
buying new tyres, according to 
a major report on the sector 
by fast fit network HiQ.

They also revealed that 39 
per cent of drivers in 
Northampton put safety top of 
their checklist when choosing 
tyres, compared with 40 per 
cent nationally. Among the 
most important factors in 
choosing a tyre were price, the 
manufacturer’s brand and 
mileage. 

The research comes as HiQ

NORTHAMPTON back row forward Tom 
Wood was named player of the season at 
the Aviva Premiership Rugby Awards on 
Tuesday night while the director of rugby of 
the season gong was presented to Saints 
boss Jim Mallinder. 

Coventry born forward Wood only 
joined Northampton this season after 
having come through the successful 
Worcester Warriors Academy, making 48 
Premiership Rugby appearances with 
Worcester before his summer move to 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

The 24-year-old Wood made his 
competitive debut for Saints in their win 
over local rivals Leicester Tigers on the 
opening day of the Aviva Premiership 
season and will face the champions 
again this Saturday in the Premiership 
play-off semi-final at Welford Road.

IT is a case of ‘once more unto the 
breach’ for Northampton Saints in 
the Aviva Premiership semi-finals 
on Saturday. Waiting for them at 
Welford Road are old rivals Leices¬ 
ter Tigers, with a place in the 
Twickenham final the prize for the 
victors. 

East Midlands derbys are fiercely 
contested battles whatever the 
occasion, but now there is the 
added incentive of reaching the 
showpiece match of the English 
rugby season, where the Aviva Pre¬ 
miership kings will be crowned. 

That is not a title that defending 
champions Leicester want to relin¬ 
quish, particularly as they are bid¬ 
ding for a third final triumph in a 
row - something only London 
Wasps have achieved since the play¬ 
offs were controversially introduced 
ten seasons ago. 

History is on their side this week¬ 
end as well. The last seven clashes 
between the Saints and the Tigers 
have all been won by the home side, 
while the only two previous semi¬ 
final meetings between them - the 
Pilkington Cup in 1993 and the 
Zurich Championship in 2001 - 
went Leicester’s way. 

Saracens or Gloucester await the 
victors on Saturday, May 28, and 


Northampton director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder is not fazed by the 
prospect of having to face the 
defending champions on their own 
turf. 

“We said all week and we mean it - 
we don’t really care who we get, it 
was all about qualifying,” he said 
after his side survived an almighty 
scare to beat relegation-threatened 
Leeds Carnegie 31-24 in the final 
home game of the season. 

“Leicester are a quality side, they 
are champions, they are very strong 
at home, but on our day we’re not a 
bad side. 

“We’ll be confident. We under¬ 
stand Leicester and understand the 
strength of them playing at Welford 
Road, but we’ve got a good side. 

“We’ve played well in big games 
this year and there’s no reason why 
we can’t do that again.” 

At one point, it looked like they 
may not be going to Welford Road at 
all. Leeds had roared into a 24-3 lead 
after 20 minutes - a result which 
had it stayed the same would have 
seen Bath make it to the play-offs at 
Northampton’s expense. 

No doubt with an eye on a poten¬ 
tial trip to Leicester or Vicarage 
Road, and the Heineken Cup final, 
Mallinder opted to make seven 
changes to the side that defeated 
Perpignan in European competition 
the previous Sunday.

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Within nine minutes they were 14 
points down. Powerful flankers 
Hendre Lourie and Rhys Oakley 
both barrelled their way through the 
defence to score, with Adrian Jarvis 
converting both. 

Shane Geraghty’s penalty got the 
Saints on the board, but Jarvis 
responded with one of his own be¬ 
fore Pete Wackett raced away to add 
a third converted try for the York- 
shiremen as Mallinder and sidekick 
Dorian West looked on stony-faced. 

Both sides were then temporarily 
reduced in number when opposing 
wingers Paul Diggin and Lee Black¬ 
ett were sin-binned after the unedi¬ 
fying spectacle of them wrestling on 
the ground like two eight-year-olds 
fighting over an ice cream cone. 


That seemed to affect the visitors 
more and they found themselves 
undone on 29 minutes when Phil 
Dowson, who was forced off at half 
time due to illness, crashed over 
after being put in by Joe Ansbro. 

One area that was functioning well 
for the Saints was again the scrum, 
and their pressure at the set piece 
led first to Juan Gomez being yellow 
carded just as Blackett returned, 
before Leeds conceded a penalty try 
with two minutes of the first half to 

go-

COUNTY CRICKET 

ASK Rob White who his cricketing hero 
is and the answer that comes back is 
Sir Vivian Richards. Given White’s 
reputation as an aggressive, attacking 
stroke player it is perhaps 
unsurprising. 

Anyone who has a career strike rate 
of 121.69 in Twenty20 cricket is a big 
hitter to be wary of, and in the last 
week White has once again 
transferred that into somewhat more 
sedate surrounds of the LV= County 
Championship. 

Maintaining his good start to the 
season, the right-hander smashed 52 
off of just 42 balls in the first innings at 
Kent, following that up with 40 from 
34 in the second innings as the visitors 
won by five wickets. 


Then on Sunday, in his first limited 
overs appearance of the season, White 
blazed 47 from 41 balls as the 
Steelbacks defeated defending 
Clydesdale Bank 40 champions 
Warwickshire Bears by 18 runs at the 
County Ground. 

“I was trying to get myself in the 
one-day team by playing some shots 
in the four-day side,” he joked at the 
conclusion of a week that saw 
Northants remain the only unbeaten 
county across all forms of cricket this 
year. 

“I’ve been hitting the ball well - I have 
been fairly consistent so far this year, 
which I’m happy about. It would be 
nice just to get some really big scores 
to win some games for us. The top 
order put us in a good position so I 
could come in with 15 overs to go and 


play my shots. We had the powerplay 
to come and I think it went pretty well. 

“It was my first one day game this 
year so it was nice to get in and have a 
bit of an impact, but it was a great 
team performance and we played 
really well against a quality team.” 

White’s contribution, along with 61 
from Niall O’Brien and 60 from David 
Sales, helped the hosts to 238/5 from 
their 40 overs against the Bears after 
losing the toss and batting first. 

Warwickshire limped to 17/3 in reply 
before Ian Bell - playing at his own 
request and captaining the side 
instead of the injured Jim Troughton - 
and Mohammad Yousaf put on 158 for 
the fourth wicket. 

England international Bell made 88 
before being run out by Stephen 
Peters, and even when Yousaf went for 


72 the visitors still looked favourites, 
needing just 48 from the last six overs. 

Instead they collapsed to 220 all out. 
Some thoughtless shots, coupled with 
tight bowling and excellent work in the 
field from the Steelbacks, ensured the 
win that put them joint top of Group B 
with Surrey Lions. 

It was a thrilling conclusion for the 
spectators, but not so much for the 
players as White revealed afterwards. 
“I’m trying to tot up how many they 
need an over and you’re just hoping 
that they don’t hit a massive bomb 
straight up to you,” he said. 

“You’re just nervous every ball, you’re 
looking for dot balls and you don’t 
want boundaries - it’s a real 
rollercoaster. 

“But to come back from there shows 
the winning mentality that we have 


built up over this season and it was a 
fantastic win.” 

Northants began their latest County 
Championship Division Two game 
yesterday away to Gloucestershire at 
Bristol. A win would more than likely 
see them go above early leaders 
Middlesex, who are not in action. 

White puts their fine start down to 
the strength of the squad assembled 
by head coach David Capel. 

He said: “I just think we’ve got some 
very good cricketers in the club at the 
moment playing good cricket. 

“Chaminda Vaas has made a big 
difference coming over and playing 
every game because he is a class act. 

’’We’ve got some young players who 
are maturing and starting to play good 
cricket, and it is all coming together 
which makes a strong team.

Mallinder confessed: “We were 
worried and disappointed with that 
performance in the first 20 minutes 
- it was terrible. Defensively we 
were slack and couldn't keep hold of 
the ball. 

“We talked about having a hang¬ 
over from the semi-final and that 
Leeds would be coming here and 
fighting for their lives. 

“It shows we’ve got that belief, but 
we had a serious word in the chang¬ 
ing room and Dylan Hartley was 
quite emotional in terms of that 
performance. 

“It wasn’t acceptable and we 
should have performed better in 
front of our home fans, and we 


should have been giving those four 
lads making their last home 
appearance a better farewell than 
we did.” 

It was the end of an era at the 
Gardens with chairman Keith 
Barwell attending his final home 
game before handing over control 
of the club to son Leon at the con¬ 
clusion of the season. 

And then there are the four play¬ 
ers moving on to pastures new this 
summer - Ansbro to London Irish, 
Mark Easter to Sale Sharks, Bruce 
Reihana to Union Bordeaux Begles 
and Geraghty to, well, who knows 
where? 

Although the Saints have been 
recruiting for next season, 
Mallinder is looking for other squad 


members to step up and hopes that 
those that featured alongside the 
internationals on Saturday will have 
learnt from it. 

He said: “The reason we started 
with that team is that there was 
tremendous experience with those 
other lads. 

“We know that we haven’t got the 
strongest squad and these other 
players will only learn through play¬ 
ing and experience. 

“Unfortunately we haven’t got 
enough money for two interna¬ 
tional starting teams, so what you 
have got to do is get these players 
better. 

“The only way you get better is by 
playing and experiencing games 
like that.” 


Christmas comeback is target for Tadhg

TADHG Purcell has become 
something of a forgotten man at 
Northampton Town. The striker, 
who signed last summer from 
Darlington, has been out since 
rupturing his cruciate and lateral 
knee ligaments in August. 

That happened just 20 minutes 
into his first league start of the 
season in the 1-1 draw at home to 
Wycombe Wanderers, and it has 
been a long road to recovery for 
Purcell who has only just returned 
to training with the first team in 
recent weeks. 

The Irishman remains under 
contract for next season, having 
signed a two-year deal with the 
Cobblers, but manager Gary 


Johnson is not expecting him to 
return to action for some time as 
he continues on the long road to 
recovery. 

“Come Christmas time we might 
think what a great signing he has 
been because he has had a 
horrendous injury and it is going to 
be a long-term rehabilitation,” said 
Johnson. 

“I can’t see him being around until 
then, and even then you have got to 
learn about your body again 
because it is all different after such 
a big injury. 

“He’s a good worker, he works 
hard and if anyone comes back 
quickly then he will. The FA are 
helping us with their medical 
expertise when we send him away 
to Lilleshall.” 


Purcell was signed on the back of 
an impressive 2009/10 season with 
Darlington, where he scored nine 
goals in 22 games as the Quakers 
were relegated to the Blue Square 
Bet Premier. 

He showed glimpses of his ability 
before suffering this injury, and 
Johnson remains optimistic that he 
will come good when he gets his 
chance. 

The boss said: “I feel sorry for him 
because he has been working hard 
but has had nothing at the end of it. 
He has just started training with us 
which is why we took him to 
Morecambe. We wanted to make 
him feel part of it and he enjoyed 
that, so hopefully we have got an 
Alan Shearer there when he does 
come back.”

THE rebuilding job at Sixfields has started 
in earnest for Gary Johnson. With one fell 
swoop of the axe he ditched nine of the 
squad that finished lGth in League Two as 
he looks to build a side capable of 
winning promotion next season. 

Paul Rodgers, Marcus Hall, Abdul Osman, 
Courtney Herbert, Leon McKenzie, Alex 
Konstantinou, Seb Harris and Francis 
Laurent have all been shown the door. 
Ryan Gilligan has also been transfer listed 
with a year still left to run on his contract. 

Dean Beckwith, whose position with the 
club was under consideration, has since 
been released as well. The others were all 
notified before Saturday’s 2-1 win at 
Morecambe in the final game of the 
season, and Johnson has already 
identified and planned talks with potential 
new signings. 

“I know the players that I want to bring 
in,” he said after confirming the retained 
list on Monday. “I’ve got two or three hot 
targets, two or three who have already 
agreed to come in and speak to me, so I 
need to leave some space for those new 
faces. 

“We need new faces, we couldn’t go into 
next season with the same group 
because there was a time when we were 
struggling at third from bottom. 

“Obviously, as a group we needed to 
change it and I’ve left enough space so it 
will look new when we start next season. 

“It’s a good thing that there’s some you 
have to wait for because it means there 
is interest from other places, but there 
are others that I have been talking to for 
two or three weeks now and I’ve made 
them commit themselves to me so long 
as we stay in the division. 

“Now I’m pulling in that chat I’ve had 
with them and I’m saying, ‘Here we are, 
come in and sign early.’ 

“Then if I can get four or five signed on 
before the end of May I haven’t got to 
panic so much when I come back off 
holiday.” 


Spanish striker Guillem Bauza has also 
been given until Friday to decide whether 
or not to sign a new contract. He was one 
five players offered a new deal along with 
Paul Walker, Billy McKay, youth teamer 
Greg Kaziboni and mercurial midfield 
maestro Kevin Thornton. 

Walker and McKay have already agreed 
to sign on again, while Thornton’s contract 
is dependant on him proving his fitness 
during the first month of pre-season 
training. 

Striker Michael Uwezu, who joined on a 
short term deal back in March, will also 
have the chance to win a new contract 
after being invited back for pre-season. 

Johnson admits that his decision to 
release certain players, particularly 
McKenzie who became a fans’ favourite 
during his stint at Sixfields, may not be 
popular but he has made them for the 
benefit of the team. 

He said: “Everybody has their favourites, 
but it’s my job to get a league or 
promotion winning team. 

”lf you’re moving people on then for 
whatever reason you feel they’re not 
going to be part of that, you can bring in 
someone who can do a better job. Only 
time will tell, but there are obviously 
other things as well that the supporters 
don’t know about. 

“In Leon’s case, everyone knows about 
his injuries and we can’t guarantee that 
he is going to play enough games. 

“If he’s doing well, you want him to be in 
the team every week rather than bringing 
him out and putting him in. 

“He knows that as well and it’s difficult 
for somebody who is not going to play 
40-odd games. 

“There are lots of different reasons but 
mainly I need to move on from some of 
them and bring in other players.” 

All of the loan signings that were with 
the Cobblers have returned to their 
parent clubs, but he is keen to bring back 
Nana, Byron Webster and Ben Tozer for 
next season. Steve Collis is also out of 
contract at Peterborough United. 


FORMULA ONE 

ADRIAN Sutil was left to rue a lack of race 
pace as Force India missed out on scoring 
points in Sunday’s Turkish Grand Prix. 

It was a tough weekend for the 
Silverstone-based team. Sutil came home 
13th, while team-mate Paul di Resta failed 
to finish after a mystery problem forced 
his retirement on lap 44. 

German racer Sutil dropped back one 
place from his qualifying position and felt 
he did as much as he could despite 
ultimately missing out on a top ten spot. 

“My start to the race was not too bad - I 


kept my position and had some good 
battles with the cars around me,” he said. 

“The three-stop strategy was the right 
choice and the soft tyres felt like the 
better race tyre so I stayed on them as 
much as possible. 

“In the final laps I was fighting hard with

DEAN Beckwith has been released by Northampton 
Town just two days after it was announced that his 
future at the club was under consideration by 
manager Gary Johnson. 

Beckwith was one of three players, along with 
Chris Dunn and Liam Davis, whose future at 
Sixfields was left in the balance when Johnson 
announced the retained list for next season on 
Monday. 

But the decision has now been taken to release 
the central defender, who Johnson wanted to move 
closer to the area from his home in Gillingham. 

“It’s really me saying, ‘How much do you want to 
be here?’ If they can convince me that they really 
want to be here then I will look at it,” he explained 
on Monday. “In Liam and Chris’ case, both of their 
representatives are saying there are other options 
so I’m saying to them to make sure there are other 
options because otherwise you could miss out on 
this one. 

“With Deano, it’s a little bit different because he 
lives away from this area. That was his choice, but I 
don’t want him travelling up from Gillingham every 
day because I think it affects him with his 
hamstrings and other things. 

“He is always stretching after spending four hours 
a day in a car, so we were talking about whether he 
could’ve moved up here.” 

Beckwith was originally signed by former 
Cobblers boss Stuart Gray in June 2009 and went 
on to make 84 appearances in all competitions for 
the club over two seasons. He remained a regular 
under both Ian Sampson and Johnson, but will now 
be plying his trade elsewhere. 

“I just felt we needed to create space for a few 
more new faces,” said Johnson. “Dean did well for 
us and never let us down. I am sure he will be able 
to find a new club and we wish him well for the 
future. From our point of view, and on reflection, I 
just felt we would benefit from having one or two 
more new faces in to help us move on and move 
forward and that is the decision I have made.” 

That leaves goalkeeper Dunn and winger Davis as 
the only two players whose future is still 
undecided. They have until Friday to make their 
intentions for next season known.
